Postmaster Joseph L. Kelly Re- 
ports 128,827 Cancella- 
tions for Holidays

Joseph White Goes 

To Harrisburg 



Postmaster Joseph L. Kelly and hi> 
assistants found the Christmas holi- 
days an exceedingly busy season. Tin 
increase in the number of Christmas 
cards mailed by Narberth residents 
this year is indicated by the 12H.827 
cancellations. Cancellations for the 
1937 Christmas holidays were llf>,K53, 
indicating an increase of approxi 
mately 12,000 cards sent through the 
mails from Narberth. 

in order to handle this large vol- 
ume of mail, Postmaster Kelly em- 
ployed 22 extra men to assist his regu- 
lar staff of six letter carriers and four 
clerks. In addition, an extra letter 
carrier and un extra mail clerk weir 
added. 

For the first time in the history 
of the Narberth post office, a Christ- 
mas tree was erected in the lobby 
this year. 

Mr. Kelly wishes to express hi.- ap 
preciation to the public for its co- 
operation in mailing Christmas pack- 
ages and letters early. This request 
from the postal authorities was gen- 
erally observed. 

The Bala-Cynwyd Post Office trans- 
acted a huge Christmas business, with 
100,000 cancellations during the week 
preceding December 25. Postmaster 
Mary K. Roach estimated that this 
was an increase of 15,000 cancella- 
tions over last year. Sixteen extra 
employes were taken on to handle the 
big mail. 

Postmaster Katherine Sherlock, of 
the Merion Post Office, reports an 
avalanche of Christmas mail. During 
the holidays Postmaster Sherlock and 
her assistants made 71,694 cancella- 
tions, an increase of 12 per cent over 
Christmas business of 1937. Four- 
teen extra helpers were employed and 
everything was cleaned up before 
Christmas Day. 

Wynnewood Post Office also had a 
busy holiday season. Mrs. Emma R. 
Eakins, the postmaster, announced re- 
ceipts for the quarter ending in De- 
cember were $350 to $400 ahead of 
last year. Postmaster Eakins em- 
ployed ten extras in addition to her 
regular staff.

With the flag in front of the fire- 
house at half-mast and an occasional 
vagrant snowflake falling upon the 
speakers, the handsome bronze me- 
morial tablet to former Fire Chief 
Charles V. Noel was dedicated at an 
impressive service on Christmas Mon- 
day morning. While the attendance 
was not large, it was noteworthy that 
almost every prominent man and 
woman of Narberth was present. 

Uniformed active members of the 
Narberth Fire Company, who present- 
ed the plaque, lined up along the curb 
as the service was opened with an 
Invocation by the Rev. Dr. Archer E. 
Anderson. The audience occupied 
chairs in the engine room, but all 
flocked outside when Mrs. C. V. Noel 
unveiled the plaque, which hangs on 
the outside of the building between 
the doorways. 

Burgess Frank A. SchrepfcT paid a 
fine tribute to the former fire chief, 
who died following an accident in fire- 
fighting just one year prior to the 
memorial service — namely, December 
2o\ 1937. The Burgess said in part: 
"This memorial to Charles Noel 
must be more than the record of an 
event, more than a tribute to a brave 
man. Above all, it must not be th< 
end of an incident. It can and should 
be a continued challenge to mankind 
in terms of sacrifice, a promise to 
keep alive our affection and regard 
for those who serve. It must be a 
tribute to courage and a symbol of 
our determination to give fitting ex- 
pression, in terms of a work of artis- 
tic merit, of our appreciation of su- 



perlative achievement in every phase 
of our lives." 

Colonel Tristan B. du Marais, 
president of the fire company, said 
that to his own personal knowledge 
Charlie Noel had given 33 years of 
service to fire-fighting an<l had served 
under him — the Colonel — for seven 
years. 

"Few persons realize the amount of 
perseverance and work that Charlie 
Noel put into the fire company," the 
Colonel continued. "Hardly a day 
went by which did not see him in 
this building. He was indefatigable 
in his service to the community. The 
present generation will pass, but 
memory of the quarter of a century 
of splendid work which Charles Noel 
gave to Narberth will never be for- 
gotten." 

Fire Chief John A. Miller, impress- 
ive in his blue uniform and white 
cap, who presented the tablet, spoke 
of 25 years of service given by former 
Fire Chief Noel and of his tremend- 
ous energy in behalf of (hie Narberth 
Fire Department. 

Mrs. C. V. Noel then unveiled the 
tablet and taps were sounded by 
youthful buglers Donald White and 
Lawrence Council, of Lower Merion 
High School. 

Roland Fleer, chairman of Public 
Safety, who accepted the tablet for 
the Borough, said the plaque not only 
represented a "memorial to the past, 
but an artistic achievement which will 
serve as an inspiration to Narberth's 
citizens in the future."
